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Lapierre At Associations Banquet 



Guest speaker at the annual 
Associations Banquet held last 
Tuesday was Dr. Laurier La- 
pierre co-host of CBC's con- 
troversial baby, "This Hour 
Has Seven Days", and Pro- 
fessor of French-Canadian 
studies at McGill University. 

Dr. Lapierre, after a witty 
and topical resume of every- 
thing from Macdonald to Mun- 
singer, launched into a discus- 
sion which involved one of the 
most disturbing issues which 
has arisen in recent weeks. 

The case in question is that 
of Steven Truscott who, when a 
child of 14 was convicted of the 
rape and murder of a 12 -year 
old girl and sentenced to hang 
after the jury had deliberated 
for ten minutes. Dr. Lapierre 
described this as a prime ex- 
ample of "man's folly toman" , 
and the "frailty of human 

question of a young person's 
appeal for commutation of the 
sentence had not been granted 
and he had been sent to the 
gallows instead of to prison 
how many would have felt a 
twinge of conscience in the 
light of the new and disturbing 
evidence which has so recently 
been brought to light? 

Dr. Lapierre expressed 
great admiration for Mrs.Le- 
Bourdaire, the woman who 
spent six years doing research 
on the case and then finally 
compiled her findings in a book

Dr. Lapierre stressed the 
importance of the role of stu- 
dents in the future, and expres- 
sed the hope that if this genera- 
tion did not act. some gen- 
eration would wake up soon 
and fulfill its obligations to 
society.

EDITORIAL 



Sicksty Five - Sicksty Six... Sixty Seven 

To dredge the river of the post is not my intention, but a glance 
bock at the closing session is rewarding if it is done with a view to 
the future. Some may even contest this on the grounds that it is 
inevitable to mention that cursed word op.. op at., well drop it. 



Headlines hove been few and far between and whereas there has 
been little to startle, the wheels have continued to turn in an orderly 
fashion. Council has had little in the form of controversy to deal 
with and has explored but a few new horizons. The college athletes 
have had on ordinary year and activities on the whole have coasted 
along. This is rather a plaid picture and uninteresting reading at the 
best. 

Where does the blame lie? I don't feel that it lies anywhere in 
particular for years vary in any transient community. More important 
to us is Why and What can be done in the future. 

It is my contention that '65-'66 showed this guise through the very 
nature of the way we as a student body have set ourselves up. We 
are very much the victims of our predecessors but the system is ours 
to change and a little imagination will go a long way. 

The future will only prove rewarding if we start to take a firmer 
control of our own affairs and in so doing acquire a maturity that 
responsibility induces. In many areas we ore spoon-fed and, I am 
suspicious, plainly fed up with our forced feeding. Our athletics for 
instance are almost entirely run for us; our residences require com- 
mittees and elaborate systems of fines to attain some order and curb 
the more boisterous. These are two minor areas and I hasten to point 
out that I do not canvas the abolition of these bodies - merely that 
studentstake it upon themselves to assist and participate to a great- 
er extent. With regard to the latter it is high time that the students 
in residence displayed a greater distaste for their fellows who per- 
sist in the damage of common property. Not only this but I feel there 
is ground for suspicion that people from outside the college (e.g. 

School -444»4UAt4 -aJ^e f^gsponslLle for some of the more recent 
damage. If only to prevent this suspicion in the future it is the re- 
sponsibility of one and all to see that these types do not hang o- 
round, or still more, use our facilities. We hove witnessed the clo- 
sure of the Main Building during the weekends and the TV and pool 
rooms in Brittain Hall, and on approaching the powers that be they 
expressed regret adding that their course is dictated by the level of 
student cooperation. Frankly I consider this a valid excuse though 
admit the negativity of the actions. 

Where do we go from here? I would be at a loss to suggest were it 
not for the ray of hope that came out of the Beer Issue of last year. 
Alcoholic "pa^^'Gs" in the Old Coffee Shop this year hove gone 
over without incident and all but the first few hod no supervision 
other than that of the bodies concerned. This exhibits the truth in 
the statement that a man will act as a man if treated as one, but will 
act as 0 child if treated as a child. 

I can only conclude with my contention that the students must 
demand more say in areas that concern them and that the administro- 
tion, while stretching their patience to the limit, have good grounds 
to yield to their demands.

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Presidential Address On The State Of Tlie Council 



The purpose of this report is to try to make the students at 
least aware that there was a Council this year and it was re- 
latively functional but before I continue I should like to discuss 
the election fiasco. 

It is quite evident thaTThere is a large measure of apathy on 
this campus and most people accept this as the only reason for 
the apparent lack of interest. After discussing this with other 
students, there seems to be two other associated reasons - 
firstly, there were no contentious issues which arose this year 
that Mac students seemed to want to crusade for; secondly, many 
people on this campus do not know what the Council does and 
therefore are not interested. In most other organizations, eg. 
Failt-Ye Royal, Lit & Deb. etc. there is something tangible 
which arises as a result of the activity of that organization. 
People by and large are not prepared to devote hours and 
hours of time and work to a committee and then at the end of 
their term feel frustrated because there is nothing to point to 
and say" we did this and that". 

The only reply to this is that the Students' Council is the 
only truly executive body on campus. That is, it more or less 
formulates policy for the rest of the campus and controls, by 
way of purse strings, the activities we have here. As a result, 
much of the work of Council is concerned with the operation of 
campus activities, but in future there is going to have to be ex- 
pansion in the field of external contact. 

UNION 

This topic has always been a crowd pleaser and we are fort- 
unate this year in being able to realize the Union. The most 
recent development is that our (TheUnionCommittee's. that is) 
original proposals have passed through the Senate Development 
Committee. From here, preliminary drawings are made. 

COURSE ORIENTATION 

Council has initiated the setting up of a student-staff course 
orientation and evaluation committee with a view to possible 
improvement of 3rd and 4th year courses and the teaching 
courses. The committee has not yet completed its work and is 
preparing detailed reports to the new Council in order that 
work may be continued next year. 

FINANCIAL POLICY 

The Finance Committee, a standing sub-committee of Council, 
thip year laid down definite procedures by wTi ! rlT pu r ctra s e 5 
may be made for the college. Previously, anyone could buy 
something in the Village and charge it to Students' Council. 
There have also been attempts to tie down budgetary procedures 
which have brought caustic comments from some organizations 
and delays in budget approvals. This was an effort to show the 
treasurers concerned that we meant to handle the money in a 
businesslike fashion and to impress upon these people the im- 
portance of their job - because the Council coffers are not 
bottomless. We have also given the permanent Secretary- 
Treasurer the power to call upon any organization and request 
to see their financial status at any time, thereby running a 
system which we feel will simplify the problems of the end of 
the year audit. Recently the Finance Committee decided that 
the submission of monthly trial balances to the Council will 
make the whole financial picture take on much more of a per- 
spective to the other Council members. 

CONTINUITY 

This has always been a problem. This year we hope to have 
all organizations submit to our permanent Secretary-Treasurer 
a complete set of reports of their society to the Council office 
to provide some carryover. We also hope to get copies of their 
minutes for all their meetings for the year to add to these files 
as well. This will, we hope, eventually forma kind of archives. 



VENDING 
MACHINES 

As you know the vending 
machines have been a sort of 
standing joke in the community 
but I would like to remind you 
that Council went to consider- 
able trouble and expense, and 
the Finance Committee spent 
a lot of time deciding on what 
contracts we should accept. 
The vending machines arrived 
and prices, by comparison, 
went down; we got an 8 oz. 
drink instead of the previous 
6 oz. for the same 10(i. and 
cigarettes came down in price. 
As a result, Council took a 
considerable cut in profits 
from these machines-approxi- 
mately $1,500; and right now 
due to a recent case of vandal- 
ism of the machines costing 
the company $500, we are 
being asked to be responsible 
for the loss and damages. The 
"teething troubles" of the new 
system were not looked on 
leniently by the students and 
as a result there have been 
some rough waters recently. 



AWARDS 

The Gold Key Society spent 
countless man-hours this year 
developing a new awards 
system which in theory is 
much more just and gets a 
better cross section of the 
people who are deserving. One 
of the stumbling blocks this 
year seemed to be that no one 
8eemecL^iiaw«;^aIize ihstt these 
awards are Executive Awards, 
purchased and presented by 
the Students' Council. The Gold 
Key's function in this system 
was to propose a system of 
awarding and to select 
members from our Society 
to receive them-the rationals 
here being that the Gold Key 
is a relatively objective and 
unbiased group, and is primar- 
ily an honour society. The 
basic question of the philo- 
sophy of the WHY in awarding 
and the fact that NO awards 
system can ever be completely 
unbiased makes me seriously 
question the worth of these a- 
wards.

EXTERNAL 
RELATIONS 

This year was the first year 
in which a Vice-President in 
charge of external affairs was 
elected to Council and I suspect 
he has been rather at a loss 
as to how to approach the de- 
mands of the job. Especially 
in view of the fact that he will, 
in the future, be having to 
travel quite extensively and 
the Council this year did not 
seem disposed to becoming in- 
volved to any great extent in 
external affairs; I would advise 
the new Council and Councils 
to come that this person will 
have an increasingly important 
function to perform. 

REPORTS 

Numerous reports were 
presented to Council this year, 
the majority of them being 
verbal reports, but there are 
two which I feel I should at 
least mention. First-the Book 
Shop Report was prepared with 
a view to explaining and 
rectifying the apparent ex- 
cessive cost of some of the 



items sold there. The con- 
clusions reached were: - 
Average profit 33% -minimal 
price determined by the pub- 
lishers-we get the profits; that 
the prices of textbooks and 
stationery by and large com- 
pared favourably with those in 
the McGill and Academic book 
stores in Montreal; that during 
the rush periods the book store 
could remain open during the 
lunch hour; also student help 
could be sought to work during 
these periods. The next report 
of general interest which was 
presented to Council was to 
an insurance report. The de- 
cision of Council was to re- 
tain the present policy for the 
following reasons - the pre- 
miums paid are low consider- 
ing the diverse coverage pro- 
vided; we could get full year 
coverage (12 months) for a 
premium of $3.00, but this 
would have to be compulsory 
and it was felt that this would 
be forcing students into some- 
thing which they did not wish; 
Medicare is going to be in 
operation by July 1, 1967. In 
view of this fact and the fore- 
going statements, it was felt 
that the policy should be re- 
tained.

On Saturday. March 19 the 
West Indian Society organized 
what proved to be a smashing 
success. "The Mid-March 
Moments of Merriment." With 
the dress as casual the atmos- 
phere was distinctly Latin 
American. 

Upon walking into the dance 
one found himself caught up in 
a swirl of gaiety and rhythm 
as the band played Latin and 
North American tunes with a 
characteristic West Indian 
beat. This dance, rather than 
Mr. Bell's invention was the 
next best thing to being there. 

The band itself consisted of 
lead guitar. Allan Lee Chan; 
rhythm guitar. Calvin Chong 
(leader); bass guitar Harold 
Patterson; drummer. Cyril 
Adams; congos and bongos by 
Audley Legore and Fizul Bac- 
chus, respectively. This 
group, The Thunderballs , have 
only been together as a band 
for a short while, yet, in spite 
of this, they were unified and 
maintained a strong melody. 
Their effectiveness was ob- 
vious when, upon taking a 
break, records were substitut- 
ed. The sound was nowhere as 
alive and throbbing as The 
Thunderballs had been. The 
tunes played ranged from the 
slow *'Moon River" to the 
lively Jamaican Ska" and the 
jiving "West Indian Calypso" . 

A feature attraction of the 
evening was the West Indian 
style chicken and rice plate 
which was served. It was cook- 
ed to perfectionand was spiced 
in a manner unlike that of the 
North American tradition. 

The most distinct indication 
of the evening's success was 
the huge response received. 
Over one hundred couples were 
present, whereas eighty had 
been expected. The general 
gaiety and friendliness that 
prevailed was evident from the 
acticity both on and off the 
dance floor. In my opinion I 
don't believe that this Society 
has seen quite as much success 
before and I am sure that, in 
the future, they will be hard 
pressed to surpass what was 
accomplished last Saturday 
night. 



The Protest Fad 

At the last meeting of the I. S. A. on Sunday. Patrick MacFadden 
editor of the McGill Daily, spoke on Student Activism. Mr. Mac 
Fadden spoke with the wit and vigour that his readers know from 
his editorials and with much more charm. 

He began by insisting that Student Activism as a driving force 
of youth exists for the most part in the minds of the press and 
public while among the students themselves perhaps a meagre 
2-3% are involved. This at least is his estimate of the number 
of Protestors at McGill. He made no mention of the number at 
Mac! 

He claimed that the idea caughton with the incident at Berke- 
ley, which according to the sociologists was a revolt against a 
system of society that had become depersonalized. Certainly the 
demonstration bore many of the signs of a revolution, but Mr. 
MacFadden claimed that the immediate cause was bad adminis- 
tration. But when the mass media got hold of this comparative 
"non-event", it was magnified, not to say glorified, to such pro- 
portions that fashion magazines published whole pages display- 
ing in brilliant colour "what the young activist is wearing this 
Spring". Protest has become another North American cult. 
Meanwhile the protests of masses of students in Indonesia go 
practically unnoticed. 

Mr. MacFadden went on to say that the students who are con- 
cerned have come to feel that in general, governments no longer 
do anything important. Mr. MacFadden himself feels that 
activities of the Provincial government are of much more con- 
cern to him than those of the men in Ottawa, with the interest- 
ing exception, of course, of the past few weeks. He also claims 
that the Munsinger affair has made the government immensely 
popular in the Canadian mind, which had never before dreamed 
that its politicians might be so virile, and which took a per- 
verse pride in the idea that Canada actually had secrets to 
sell! He added that it has given a big push to Expo, making 
Montreal the new vice capital of the world. 

The controversial editor predicted the early demise of student 
activism in this country, whereas it will continue to grow in the 
U.S. where there is the very real and pressing social problem 
of the Negro, ''which is, of course, the problem of the whi^'^ 
man". The barriers to solution of the present situation there 
are often underestimated since the Negro masses have been in 
a cage for more than 20 years, and it is going to act as the 
rioters in the Watts area of Los Angeles have been acting be-^ 
fore making themselves the equivalent of the white liberals who 
for see this transformation. 

In Canada Mr. MacFadden anticipated an increase in anti- 
American sentiment, with both healthy and unhealthy aspects. 
There is a growing feeling that the Canadian economy is being 
sold down the river. Mr. MacFadden claims that the likeliest 
prospect for a continued activist movement among Canadian 
students lies in the reaction to American business and political 
control of the country. He is looking forward to seeing the con- 
frontation between the activism in U.G.E.Q. and the "Red 
Tories" of English Canada Canada under the ideological leader- 
ship of Professor George Grant, author of "Lament for a 
Nation". 

Since this was the last meeting of the I.S.A. for the year, 
the election of officers was held and policy discussed. Miss 
Shree Mulay this year's Vice-President, has assumed the office 
of President and Miss Helene Delisle of the C.U.S.O. com- 
mittee is the incoming secretary.
